KASAJI. Zaire, May 15 (Reuters'.—loroccan-supported Zalrian 
troops were reported pressing west toward the Angolan border from 
this deserted mission town today, and a military spokesman said that 
the Sweek-old Shaba insurrection was “virtually over.”

Suarez Candidacy and Democracy 


By Stanley Meisler 


MADRID, May 15.—A politi. 
cian cannot be faulted for want- 
ing to win votes. but Premier 
Adolfo Suarez of Spain may have 
Slowed his country’s progress to- 
Ward democracy by deciding to 
Tun for parliament in the June 15 
elections. 

The decision, a dificult and 
dangerous one, coincides with 
cther, disquieting signs that 
Spain's much publicized trans+ 
fermation from a dictatorship to 
a democracy may be in troubie. 
This month. more than 16 
months after the death of Fran- 
cisco Franco, the Spanish police 
have shown that they are still 
prepared to suppress dissenters 
with incredible fury and brutal- 
ity. Moreover. Spanish pobticlans 
sill] treat the army with a def- 
erence that augurs poorly for 
democracy, 

The Suarez decision raised a 
complex issue, He told the Span- 
ish people this month that he 
would run for a seat in the 
Congress of Deputies of the par- 
Yament on the siate of the Union 
of the Democratic Center, 3 
coalition of centrist parties. He 
promised not to campaign and 
deseribed himself as simply an 
independent member of the coali~ 
tion, rather than its leader. Nev~- 
ertheless, most Spaniards will 
now identify the Union of the 
Democratic Center as the party 
of Mr. Suarez. His popularity 
should insure that the coalition 
will win more votes than any 
other party or coalition, perhaps 
eveh a majority.

May Day Events 


The police appeared hysterically 
joyous while beating fellow Span- 
lards on May Day.

But the police did far more than 
prevent mulitants from holding 
rallies, They set upon any Span- 
jards they found near the sites 
of scheduled rallies, even people 
carrying no banners who were 
simply standing in groups of three 
or four.

The police smashed heads with 
truncheons. They rode horses on 
sidewalks. They ordered patrons 
to leave bars and coffee shops, 
thumping them as they fled. 
‘They fired rubber bullets at close 
range. They horsewhipped by- 
standers, They aimed their smoke 
grenades at body-level, rather 
than lofting them. 

There was little doubt thet the 
police intended to hurt leftists. 
Hundreds of Spaniards were in- 
jJured throughout the country. It 
was only chance that no one was 
killed. 

These and other recent inci- 
dents have emphasized what has’ 
been obvious in Spain for many 
months: The police forces, train- 
ed under Franco to suppress 
leftists, have not changed any 
of their old habits. In fact, it 
may be that the Suarez govern- 
ment is incapable of containing 
the brutality of its police, 


Restive Army 


Most observers here. Spanish 
and foreign, believe the Suarez 
government unleashed the police 
on the labor unions only because 
it did not want to irritate the 
generals of the army br allowing 
a spectacle that would have been 
abhorrent to Franco— workers 
waving red banners and singing 
leftist anthems on May Day. 


The military bas shown its 

restiveness ever since Mr. Suaréz 
legalized the Communist party 
last month. After the announce- 
ment Adm. Gabriel Pita de Veiga 
resigned as minister of the navy 
and the army's jeading generals 
issued a statement that, grudg- 
ingly accepting legalization, ex- 
pressed their revulsion. 
. There is an obvious fear in 
Spain that the military might at- 
tempt to upset democracy just 
the way Franco and his generals 
overthrew a democratically elect- 
ed government in the civil war. 
In fact, this issue is extremely 
murky. It is far from certain 
that the aging generals of 
Franco ever could become trritat- 
ed enough to attempt a coup 
against King Juan Carlos and 
the Suarez government. it also 
‘4s far from certain that the 
younger colonels sand majors 
would follow the aging generals 
if they tried to lead a coup. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Suarez and 
his government obviously do not 
want to test these points. 

These problenis may not prove 
critical Spain has come a long 
way since Franco died in Novem- 
ber, 1975, Perhaps, in the long 
run, the fact that elections are 
coming soon may be more im- 
portant than the probable con- 
sequences of Mr. Suarez’s deci- 
sion to run.

Producing Nuclear Reactors 
By David Burnham 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (NYT). 
—General Electric Co, has told 
the federal government that if 
legal and policy restrictions con- 
tinue in the nuclear technology 
field it eventually will stop man- 
ufacturing nuclear reactors. 

The warning from the com- 
pany, one of the work's two 
lJergest suppliers of reactors, was 
given during a meeting on March 
10 between James Schlesinger, 
the Carter acministration'’s top 
energy official, and fwo GE ex- 
ecutives, Edward Hood jr, and 
George Stathakis, 

According to GE's last annual 
report, the company’s nuclear 
division did not show a profit 
last year and is expected fo op- 
erate at'a loss for the next 
several years. 

Details of the meeting. which 
became known last week, were 
provided by GE and a spokes- 
man for Mr. Schlesinger. 

Nuclear Policies 

Reports on the session have 
emerged at a time when both 
proponents and opponents of nu- 
clear, power are engaged in in- 
tense lobbying aimed at modify- 
ing the Carter administration's 
nuclear policies. 

“They made a very pessimistic 
case about the future of nuclear 
energy. They came in with a very 
dark vision,” said James Bishop, 
Mr. Schiesinger’s spokesman, in 
response to a question. 

Mr. Stathakis said he and Mr. 
Hood had told Mr. Schlesinger 
that there had been a “net de- 
erease” in the number of reactor 


7 orders with GE during the last 


three years. 

“We said that unless the legal. 
political and regulatory climate 
is turned around, the industry is 
in a bed way,” he said. “We 
can’t gO on forever without 
orders.” 

GE's nuclear division employs 
about 7.000 persons, mostly in 
plants at San Jose, Calif..

Surveys Find 
U.S. Share of 
UN Jobs Low 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (UPI). 
—Although the United States is 
the largest contributor to the 
United Nations and its affiliated 
organizations, only 13 per cent of 
UN professional employees are 
Americans, congressional reports 
said today. 

Most of the Americans hold 
middle or lower-level jobs, the 
reports said. 

Sen. Abraham Ribicofi, D- 
Conn.. said that a series of 
surveys prepared by the General 
Accounting Office showed that 
only in the UN Secretariat is 
the United States within a 
“desirable range" of representa- 
tion. 

In making the reports public. 
he urged that the United States 
—which pays 25 per cent of the 
total UN bill—get a fairer share 
of jobs which decide how and 
where funds are spent by UN 
agencies. | 

Spent $1 Billion 

The United States spent more 
then 51 billion in 1975 for UN 
organizations, he noted. 

Yet at the end of 1973, only 
1383—or 13 per cent—of the 
14.568 professionals employed by 
the UN, its specialized agencies 
and programs were Americans, 
the GAO said. 

4A GAO report quoting com- 
ments by the State Department 
ssid, “Most recridting decisions 
by the UN organizations aré 
political, particularly those af- 
fecting senior key positions.” 

Pressure for Jobs

Clarifying a Bible Lessen 


Carter Assails Anti-Semitism, 
Collective Guilt in Crucifixion

WASHINGTON, May 15 
(NYT).—In response to & request 
from ἃ Lutheran pastor, Presi- 
dent Carter has declared in 2 
letter that he regards anti- 
Semitism as un-Christian and 
does not believe the Jewish 
People guilty of the death of 
Christ. 

The text of the letter to the 
Rev. John Steinbruck of the 
Luther Place Memorial Church 
in Washington was released by 
the White House Friday. 

In it, the President said he 
was writing to “set forth my per- 
sonal position and to clarify any 
misunderstandings" resulting 
from press accounts of a Bible 
class he taught at the First 
Baptist Church in Washington 
jo March. 

The lesson dealt with Jesus 
driving the moneylenders from 
the temple in Jerusalem shortly 
before his crucifixion. 

“That was 2 turning point in 
Christ's life,” Mr. Carter was 
reported as saying. “He had di- 
rectly challenged in a fatal war 
the existing church, and there 
was no possible way for the 
Jewish leaders to avoid the chal- 
lenge. So they decided to kill 
Jesus.” 

Carter Letter 

Saying misunderstandings may 
have arisen from “incomplete ac- 
counts” of his remarks, Mr, Car- 
ter said in the letter: 

“The Christian religion, accord- 
ing to my understanding, holds 
that Jesus of Nazareth, who was 
a Jew, gave his life to redeem 
the sins of bumanity, The Gos- 
pels declare that his death was 
foreordained and without that 
death and the resurrection which 
followed it Christians would not 
be saved in Christ, Yet the 
crucifixion required human in- 
struments, 

“Among these were Judas, who 
was ὦ Christian disciple; Caia- 
phas, who was 2 Jewish priest 
appointed by the Roman au~ 
thorities., and Pilate, a gentile 
who actually condemned Jesus 
to death,” the letter said. 

“In accordance with the Gos- 
pels, I know that Jesus forgave 
the human instruments of his 
death but I am also aware that 
the Jewish people were for many 
centuries falsely charged with 
collective responsibility for the 
death of Jesus, and Were per- 
secuted terribly for that unjust 
accusation which has been ex-

He noted that his own denom- 
imation, the Southern Baptist 
Convention, adopted a resolu- 
tien in 1972 declaring anti- 
Semitism un-Christian and sar- 
ing it should be replaced with 
“the Christian attitude and 
practices with love for Jews, who 
along with all other men, are 
equally beloved of God.” 

“To that,” the President 
wrote, "I can only say, ‘Amen,’ 
with all my heart.” 

Mr. Steinbruck said Friday 
that, 2fter readiug accounts of 
the Bible lesson, he wrote to Mr. 
Carter saying his remarks had 
caused concern in both Jewish 
and Christian communities. 

The pastor said he met with 
Robert Lipshutz, counsel to the 
President, to discuss the matter, 
god Mr. Lipsbutz brought his 
letter to Mr. Carter's attention, 

After receiving the President's 
letter, ‘Mr. Steinbruck wrote a 
response thanking him for “an 
historic repudiation of the 
‘Christ-killer’ canard that has 
50 long and unjustly been the 
burden of the Jewish people. our 
older sisters and brothers." 

Mr. Steinbruck said in 2 tele- 
phone interview that he never 
believed the President’s remarks 
were made with anti-Semitic in- 
tent.” 


N.Y. Court Rules 
Shooting Corpse 
Is Not Murder 


NEW YORE. May 15 (NYT), 
—The New York Conrt of Ap- 
peals, the state's highest court. 
has ruled that a person cannos 
murder ἃ dead man but that it 
still may be a crime to try to 
do 50. 

“Whatever else it may be, it is 
not murder to shoot a dead 
body.” Judge Matthew Jasen 
wrote in ἃ unanimous decision 
Thursday, 

The case arose in Brooklyn in 
1173 with the indictment of two 
men for the killing of 25-year- 
old Michael Geller, One of the 
defendants, Joseph Bush, shot. 
the victim several times in the 
heart and lungs and pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter. 

The other defendant, Melvin 
Diugash, had been indicted when 
the grand jury had been advised 
that, several minutes after Bush 
fired the initial shots, Dlugash 
fired more bullets into the vie- 
um's head. Diugash also was 
convicted of the murder of Mr, 
Geller, but the conviction was 
thrown out by the Appellate 
Division on the ground that the 
victim was already dead. 

Judge Jasen’s opinion, although 
acreeing that a murder charce 
could not be sustained, said the 
charge of attempted murder was 
possible. 

The high court has returned 
the case to the Appellate Divi- 
sion, which is expected to order 
that Dlugash be retried on an 
attempted murder eharge.

Problem of Disturbed Doctors 
Is No Longer Ignored in U.S. 


By Boyce Rensberger 


NEW YORK, May 15 «NYT"— 
One of every 20 doctors in the 
United States suffers from a 
psychiatric disturbance severe 
enough to damage his or her 
ability to care properly for pa~ 
tients, the American Medical 
Association has estimated, 

Only about five years ago, the 
psychiatrically impaired doctor 
was either ignored or discreetly 
protected by his peers. Many doc- 
tors insisted, at least in public, 
that such doctors either did not 
exist or were very few. 

That attitude is changing. The 
AMA has held several conferences 
to alert medical leaders to the 
matter and to discuss ways ‘to 
protect patients and rehabilitate 
doctars. 

Although the overall rate of 
mental] illness among doctors, by 
the AMA's estimate, is compar- 
able to that of the population in 


general, doctors are far more 
likely to resort to _ alcohol 
or drugs, usually prescription 


oplates, sedatives or stimulants. 
The drug-addiction rate among 
doctors is estimated at between

Pressured for Perfection 


Dr. Raskin noted that patients 
come to a physician because they 
have some difficulty that they 
cannot handle themselves. They 
are often frightened and are 
seek‘ng someone who can be ex- 
pected not only to care for them 
with almost parental concern but 
also with flawless scientific skills 
and personal maturity. 

“In presenting ourselves 85 
physicians,” Dr. Raskin said, “we 
implicitly assure our patient that 
we have attained all the profes- 
sional and personal qualities he 
is seeking.” 

A human being who tries to 
play the role of a demigod, Dr. 
Raskin observed, is bound to fall 
short, Add growing pressures due 
to government and public scryt- 
iny of medical practice and the 
demands for perfection implied 
by the threat of malpractice law- 
suits, and the temptation to es- 
cape through drugs or alconol 
becomes even greater. 

In 1972, the AMA's policymak- 
ing House of Delegates approved 
@ statement that doctors have an 
ethical responsibility to assist im- 
paired colleagues to seek help 
and to advise them on whether 
to “curtail or suspend” their 
practices. If the sick doctor will 
not, in effect, “go quietly.” the 
colleague is urged to report him 
to the local medical society and, 
if mecessary, to the state licensing 
body. 

Mode} Law 

In 1514. the AMA proposed a 
model state law shat would make 
state medical societies agents of 
the state licensing board with 
power to identify and evaluate 
Sick doctors. 

The model Jaw was patterned 
on an existing Florida law that 
had had some success in taking 
away the licenses of sick doctors 
er rehabilitating the physicians 
and returning them to practice. 
In 1974, only Florida and Texas 
had such laws. To date, 27 states 


have enacted legislation on sick” 


phirsiciazs. 

In-many states that have “sick 
doctor laws," medical societies 
have appointed committees of 
doc ly psychiatrists spe- 
cializing in addiction and some- 
times ineluding doctors who 
themselves have recovered from 
addiction—to confront the sick 
doctor. 

Among the obstacles to helping 
fick physicians, according to 
many doctors, is the reluctance 
of their colleagues to report them.

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Risky Nuclear Policy 


The Carter administration seems to be at- 
tempting a very complicated billiard shot in 
%s nuclear nonproliferation policy. The 
President is simultaneously trying to placate 
the Europeans and the Japanese and set 


‘them to forgo the breeder-reactor and 
plutonium-reprocessing technologies. He is 
also trying to persuade them not to con- 
tact to export these technologies to other 
countries and—at the same time—trying to 
assure the would-be Importers. mostly Third 
World countries. that they are not being 
victimized by a conspiracy of industrialists 
who want to deny them modern means to 
advancement. 

After some clumsy (and vain) efforts in 
the first few weeks of the administration to 
get two notorious export deals turned 
around—the German sale to Brazil and the 
French sale to Pakistan of extremely dan- 
gerous bomb-prone nuclear plant and tech- 
nology—the administration seemed to adopt 
a new strategy. The President announced 
his own desire to defer. perhaps indefinitely. 
work in the United States on the Clinch 
River breeder-reactor and the Barnwell re- 
processing plant. But he seemed suddenly 
awash in deference and courtesy and under- 
standing toward those Western European 
nations and Japan that seemed hell-bent on 
going forward with the breeder and, much 
more importantly. with reprocessing plants. 
He produced some proposed legislation deal- 
ing with U.S. export policy that many people 
felt was too mild to have much restrain- 
img impact on the nuclear activities of 
America's friends. He freed up some stalled 
shipments of highly enriched uranium for 
use in foreign research projects. He was 
sweet reason itself. 


*« * k 


Qne way to look at all this is to say he 
simply has sold the pass. Another way is to 
say that Mr. Carter has finally recognized 
the fact that both the dangerous civilian 
technology and nuclear weapons themselves 
are going inevitably to spread so that trying 
to stop the spread is pointless and unneces- 
sarily divisive within the alliance. Carter 
administration people argue that both these 
assessments are wrong. Rather, they say, 


the President hag recognized, in- the wbrds 
of a White House fact sheet, that “thene is 
no such thing as an effective unilateral 
nonproliferation policy.” For that reason. 
the argument goes, he does not favor some 
of the harsher measures currently being 
proposed. He is asking the Europeans and 
Japanese for time—time to demonstrate that 
plutonium reprocessing is economically qpes- 
tionable and time to work ont the arrange- 
ments for an assured fuel supply and. :the 
storage of spent fuel in ways that wonld 
not compromise any nation’s independence. 
He believes, and rightly so, not just “that 
these things are eminently possible but also 
that there is no practical need or urgency 
whatever for the Europeans and Japanese to 
undertake the actual reprocessing of -snent 
fuel for many years to come—Iif at all. 


+ x * 


Did the President make any headway on 
this goal when he was in Europe? Presum- 
ably Mr. Carter wanted more from the con- 
ference than a pledge to get together and 
study the problem. We note with interest 
that German domestic politica! opposition to 
the development of the breeder reactor has 
compelled Bonn to slow down its research 
(even as 2 committee of the House has gone 
against Mr. Carter’s wish and voted to con- 
tinue the Clinch River breeder project). 
These backs and forths suggest that no one 
will know if the Carter approach is working 
for some considerable time, depending as it 
does ‘on cooperative arrangements and dGeci- 
Sions that can only come out of prolonged 
hegotiations, 

The point is this: Cooperativeness. uader- 
standing and sweet reason can add up to a 
very risky strategy. The administration 
could end up sweet-reasoning the Europeans 
and the Japanese right into a feeling that It 
is perfectly okay with the United States if 
they pursue the dangerous and ambiguous 
technologies. The test of the Carter strategy. 
in other words. will be how it uses the time 
it gets. how intensely it will go about dem- 
onstrating that there are infinitely better 
alternatives for the Europeans. the Japanese 
and the rest of the world than those now 
being pursued.

The Concorde at Kennedy 


There is something a little shameful about 

the way the British and French have been 
treated in New York ever since it became 
elear that they intended to bring their new 
export—the Concorde—to town. The Port 
Authority has found more reasons than you 
can imagine to stop them from landing the 
airplane at Kennedy Airport. The city's 
politicians have been remarkably careful to 
duck the real issues raised by the Port Au- 
thority’s inaction. A noisy group of citizens 
has threatened all sorts of retaliation if the 
plane does begin operations at Kennedy. 
And the British and French have had to go 
Into federal court to get what’ New York 
officials ought to have had the courage to 
give them in the first place: permission to 
get on with the test period that the federal 
government authorized a year ago. 


= * * 


You would think, from the cries of agony 
coming out of New York last week. that the 
federal judge had done something -quite 
unexpected and. perhaps, even irrational in 
ordering the Port Authority to let the Con- 
cordes land. Yet. all he said was that the 
Port Authority could not override the deci- 
sion the secretary of transportation made a 
year ago authorizing 16~month test periods 
of the plane at Kennedy and Dulles Airports. 
His ruling was anticipated by almost every- 
one who had been following the case. except. 
as it seems. those in New YotE who have 


made an enormous cause of stopping this 


airplane. 

The judge's ruling does not deprive local 
authorities of the power to set standards at 
their airports. Nor does it mean Concordes 
are going to be flying in and out of Kennedy 
Airport dozens of times a day for the next 
20 years. It means simply that the tests to 
which former Secretary of Transportation 
William Coleman jr. said the British and 
French are entitled will take place. That 
seems to us to be a reasonable position. The 
Concorde, after all, 1s neither the complete 
environmental disaster it had been made out 
to be nor the first of a new generation of 
terribly noisy airplanes. Not many Con- 
cordes are going to be built and when—or 
if—other supersonic airplanes are developed. 
10 is clear they will have to meet far more 
stringent noise and other pollution standards 
than can be fairly imposed on the Concorde. 

Instead of continuing to complain ahout 
Mr. Coleman's decision and putting the onus 
for enforcing it on the federal courts, New 
York’s public officials ought to begin now 
—at long last—to make this test period 2 
realistic one. The British and French have 
contended alt along that their airplane will 
meet the existing nolse standards at Ken- 
nedy. If it does. of course. the furor of the 
last year over landing rights there will look 
foolish in Tetrospect. If it doesn’t, the Brit- 
ish and French. as well as the federal gov- 
ernment, will have serious problems. Until 
the tests are completed. no one can be sure 
which will be the case. :

ONDON.—The most important 
result of the London summits 
was intangible—Jimmy Carter's 
emergence 85 leader of the West. 
Not much could be done about 
key tangible problems, unemploy- 
ment and energy, in the ex- 
changes on economic, political 
and military matters. 

To be sure, commitments were 
made and long-range studies will 
be undertaken. But until fewer 
‘Westerners are jobless and more 
energy is available to them, there 
can be no assurance that this re- 
gion will =recover economic 
stability.

West Europe has limited

As Tony Benn, Britain's min- 
ister for energy, puts the case: 
“Elaboration of nuclear energy 
programs is imveriably difficult.

Six U.S., European Firms Seeking 
Canadian Fighter-Plane Contract

YORE (NyYT!.—Four 

U.S. and two European air- 

craft manufacturers are angling 

for a contfact whose estimated 

value is at least $2.3 billion, to 

build from 130 to 150 high-per- 
formance fighters for Canada. 

A source at Grumman Aero- 
space, one of the leading con- 
tenders for the contract, believed 
that it was likely to go ἴο the 
company thet offered Canada the 
best offset arrangemerts. 

Barnett Danson, Canada’s new 
defense minister, said recently 
that a program of this size 
“must bring significant economic 
benetits to Canada” and that, 
“in addition to cost and opera- 
tional ability. an essential element 
in the selection will be the extent 
of the industrial benefits which 
can be offered by the manufac- 
turers ang the source nation." 

Aerospace sources believe that 
two U.S. planes, the Navy's F-14, 
built by Grumman, and the 
McDonnell-Douglas F-15, now de- 
ployed by the Air Force in Eu- 
rope, are the present leaders in 
the race for the contract.

A pair of big-name growth stocks—Eastman Kodak and Inter- 
national Business Machines—were hit by setling pressure and this 
contributed to Wall Street's wary mood. 

Kodak, which had reported a %0-per-cent drop in first-quarter 
profits some time ago. traded as low as 51. 115 poorest price since 
1966. Its peak in 1973, when glamour stocks were the toast of the 
investment community, was 151 3/4. Kodak closed at 58 38 for a 
net loss of 3 points on the week. 

As for IBM, the most popular holding of imstitutions., 1 hit a 
yearly low at 550 1/2. before finishing the week at 253 Σ᾽ 4, alsa 
Showing a 3-point decline. 

Both stocks were impacted by the continuing trend to sell issues 
with high price-earnings ratios and relatively low dividend payouts. 

Somewhat paradoxically, the market actually registered a slight 
advance on Friday, when major commercial banks did raise their 
prime lending rate—the first increase in nearly a year—to 6 1/2 per 
cent from 6 1/4 per cent. The rationale of market analysts was that 
the increase head been discounced by that time.

Without Peer: The Zany Cairo Traffic. Chaos

(amos favorite topic of conversation here, where the 
weather is too consistent and the crabgrass too scarce to 
tale about, is the city’s traffic, which residents proudly proclaim 
the world’s worst. 

Travelers who have been trapped in traffic Jams in Los 
Angeles, Tokyo, Paris, Mexico City and other cities more 
motorized than the Egyptian capital may dispute the claim, 
but none doubt that for sheer chaos and zaniness Cairo traffic 
is without peer. 

For just a small: sample of its scope, consider these 
vignettes, products of casual conversation and not st all extra- 
ordinary—ai least not in Cairo, 

A foreign motorist was held to a snail's pace for 20 minutes 
the other day behind 2 wavering, two-wheeled donkey cart, not 
am unusual occurrence here. But the cart’s cargo, seated like 
a trained dog and facing to the rear, was @ full-grown camel, 
winking her long~Jashed eyes and that cross between 
burp and a grumble peculiar to camels. Although late for 
an appointment and all but deafened by honking of drivers 
trapped behind him, the foreigner enjoyed the delay. 

Near Ramses central railroad station, perhaps the busiest 
traffie intersection in the city, an overloaded 10-year-old 
municipal bus, listing precariously to starboard under the 
weight: of illicit passengers who cling to the right side of 
the buses here, angle-parked at a curb, blocking all but αὶ 
small lane of rush-hour traffic.
